COVID-19 Update 

Situation: FEMA, HHS, and federal partners are working with state, local, tribe, and 
territorial governments to execute a whole-of-America response to the COVID-19 
pandemic. The federal government is coordinating the deployment of PPE and 
ventilators from multiple sources including SNS, donations, and vendor procurements. 
These shipments are being sent nationwide with prioritization given to areas in greatest 
need.

• All State / Territory EOCs activated 

• 42 states, D.C., 4 territories and 31 (+7) tribes issued shelter-in-place orders 

• National Guard Bureau
